G.SuR. 138.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 34 of the National Institutes of Technology 
Act, 2007 (29 of 2007), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules, namely;— 

1. Short title and commencement —(1) These rules 
may be called the National Institutes of Technology 
(Council) Rules, 2009. 
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(2) They shall come in to force on the date of their 
publication in the Otiicial Gazette. 

2. D^nitions.—In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Act” means the National Institutes of 
Technology Act, 2007 (29 of2007); 

(b) “Council” means the Council established under 

sub section (i) of Section 30 of the Act; 

(c) “Member Secretary” means the Member Secretary 

of the Council; 

(2) Words and expressions used in these rules but 
not defined and defined in the Act shall have the meanings 
respectively assigned to them in the Act. 

3. The meetings and the manner of conducting 
business.—^1) The Council diall meet at least once during 
a calendar year. 

(2) The meetings of the Council shall be convened 
by the Chairman of the Council suo-moto or at the request 
of the Member Secretary or on a requisition signed by not 
less than ten members of the Council. 

• (3) Half of the members of the Council shall form a 
quorum for a meeting of the Council. 

(4) A written notice of every meeting shall be sent by 
the Member Secretary to every member at least ten days 
before the date of the meeting mentioning therein the place, 
date and time of the meeting; 

Provided that the Chainnan may call a special meeting 
of the Council at short notice to consider urgent issues. 

(5) The notice of a meeting may be delivered either 
by hand or sent by registered post at the address of each 
member, as recorded in the office of the Council and if so, 
sent, shall be deemed to be duly delivered at the time at 
which notice would be delivered in the ordinary course of 
post: 

Provided that the notice may also be sent through 
Facsimile, electronic mail or Short Message Service. 

(6) Agenda for a meeting shall be circulated by the . 
Member Secretary to the members at least seven days 
before a meeting. 

(7) Notices of motions for inclusion of any item in 
the agenda must reach the Member Secretary at least three 
days before the meeting: 

Piovided that the Chairman of the Council may, 
however, permit inclusion of any item for which due notice 
has not been received. 

(8) The ruling of the Chainnan of the Council in regard 
to all questions of procedure shall be final. 


(9) The minutes of tbe proceedings of a meeting of 
the Council shall be drawn up by the Member Secretary 
and circulated to all the members of the Council. 

(10) The minutes, together with any amendment or 
amendments suggested, shall be placed for confirmation 
of the Council at its next meeting. 

(11) After the minutes are confirmed and signed by 
the Chairman of the Council, they shall be recorded in a 
minute book which shall be kept open for inspection of the 
members of the Council at all times during office hours. 

(12) All questions considered at the meeting of the 
Council, shall be decided by a majority of the votes of the 
members present, including the Chainnan ofthe Council: 

Provided that if the votes are equally divided, the 
Cliairman of the Council shall have a second or casting 
vote. 

4 Functions of the Council.—^The Council shall 
exercise the functions, assigned to it, in the following 
manner, namely;— 

(a) the Council shall exercise such powers and 
perform such duties as are assigned to it by the Act; 

(b) where it is not expedient, to convene a meeting, 
the Member Secretary may with the approval of the 
Chainnan ofthe Council, circulate such item or items, 
as are considered necessary, among the Members 
so as to obtain their comments to enable the Chainnan 
of the Council to take decisions thereon and such 
matters shall be reported to the Council at its next 
meeting; 

(c) the Council may set up such Committee or 
Committees, standing or ad hoc. with definite terms 
of reference, as are considered necessary and the 
report or reports of such Committee or Committees 
shall be placed for consideration and decisions of 
the Council at its meeting; and 

(d) i f, in the opinion of the Chainnan, any emeigency 
has arisen which requires immediate action, he may 
take such actions as he deems necessary and shall 
report the same for approval to the Council in its next 
meeting. 

5. Traveling and other allowances.—(1) The 
traveling al lowances ofthe members of die Council referred 
to in clauses (c) and (i) of sub-section (2) of Section 30 of 
the Act shall be regulated as per the rules applicable to 
Group A'Officers ofthe equivalent Grade 

(2) The members ofthe Council referred to in clause 
(j) of sub-section (2) of Section 30 of the Act shail be 
entitled to such traveling and daily allowances as are 
admissible to them as Monbers ofParliament appointed to 
Committees and Commissions set up by the Government 
of India. 
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(31 The Members of the Council refened to in clauses 
(a), (b), (d), (e). (f), (g). (h). (k). (I )• and (m) of sub-section (2) 
of Section 30 of the Act shall be entitled to such traveling 
and daily allowances as are admissible to them under the 
rules of their employing bodies 

(4) The Members shall claim their traveling and daily* 
allowances from their respective organisations to which 
they belong

G.S.R. 139.—In exercise of the powers confeired 
by the proviso to article 309 of the Constihttion of India, 
toe President hereby makes the following rules to amend 
the Ministry of Health and Family Wellare, Regional 
Leprosy Training and Research Institute, Raipur Driver 
group ‘C’ posts Recruitment Rules, 2005 namely;— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Health 
and Family Welfare, Regional Leprosy Training and 
Research Institute, Raipur Driver group ’C’ posts 
Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 2009. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of its 
publication in toe Official Gazette. 

2. In the Schedule to the Ministry of Health and 
Family Welfare, Regional Leprosy Training and Research 
Institute, Raipur Driver group "C’ Recruitment Rules, 
2005( hereinafter referred to as the said Rules),— 

In column 7, for Note I and the entry relating thereto 
the following Note and entry shall be substituted , 
namely:— 

“Note -—1 The crucial date for determining toe age 
limit shall be the closing date for receipt of 
applications from toe candidates in India (and not 
the closing date prescribed for those in Asssun, 
Meghalaya, Manipur, Nagaland, Tripura, Sikkim, 
Ladakh Division of Jammu and Kashmir State, Lahul 
and Spiti District and Pangi Sub-division ofChamba 
District of Himachal Pradesh and Union Territories 
of Andaman and Nicobar Islands or Lakshadweep)”; 

(b) in column 8, 

(i) under the heading ‘essential’ in item number 3, 
for toe entry, the following entry shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“Knowledge of motor mechanism (the candidate 
should be able to remove minor defects in vehicles 
not requiring toe skill of trained mechanic).” 

(ii) under the heading ‘essential’, after item number 
3, the word ‘OR' shall be omitted”.
